BAYLOR’S 1955-56 BASKETBALL 


Coach Bill Henderson, whose Baylor basketeers finished fourth in the 
Southwest Conference race last winter with a 7-5 mark and had a full 
season record of 13-11 with a 75.1 scoring average, expects a better 
team this winter despite loss of top scorer Murray Bailey and fine 
team man Ken Morgan. 


Key returnees are Jerry Mallett, 6-5 and All-Southwest as a sopho- 
more; Wayne Connally, 5-11, good floor man; Ed Franklin, 6-1. Addition 
of Eddie Ashwood, junior college transfer at 6-8, who sat out his 
necessary year of residence last year, and Del Shofner, who expects to 
play this winter, also should help. Coach Henderson expects the Bears 
will have average speed, average shooting, strong rebounding, more 
height than last year. ` 


SMU’s defending champions, the star-studded Rice sophomores, and 
Arkansas, returning nearly everybody from last year’s No. 3 team, are 
regarded by most Southwest observers as the early favorites. 


Returnees Jerry Jordan, Albert White, Louis Estes at 6-6 and Donnis 
Raines at 6-4, plus such sophs as Larry Barnes, 6-1 and Tom Kelly, 
6-3, help give Baylor a sizeable squad for a rugged schedule that includes 
a December trip into the Pacific Northwest, games with such perennial 
toughies as Oklahoma, Tulsa and Oklahoma A&M, and the annual 
pre-season SWC tourney.

NEW STADIUM LIGHTS 


For the first time since the 50,000 seat Baylor Stadium was placed in 
use in 1950, the Bears will play home games under the lights this fall. 
The first three Baylor home games—with Hardin-Simmons, Sept. 17, 
with Maryland on Oct. 1, and with Arkansas in the Southwest Con- 
ference opener on Oct. 8—will be played at night. 


Contracts for the lights, awarded in early May to Paul Wright Electrical 
Co., of Waco, with Lockwood & Andrews of Houston as consulting 
engineers and with Neill Morris, Baylor Supt. of Buildings and Grounds, 
in charge of inspection, called for completion of the lighting system by 
Sept. 5, well in advance of the Sept. 17 opener. 


The lights will compare favorably with any in the section, with a 
total of 326 lights of 1500 watt strength each to be turned on the 
playing field, the stadium seats and parking area. Of these, 256 lights 
totaling 384,000 watts will shine on the playing field; 46 lights of 
69,000 watt strength on the seats; and 24 lights of 36,000 watt power 
on the parking area. 


Preparations for lighting the stadium were made at the time the big 
football plant was built, when footings for the tall light towers were 
placed on the back of ‘the stadium. 


“No light towers will interfere with spectators’ view of the gridiron,” 
Assistant Athletic Director Jim Crow points out, “for all poles are on 
the back of the stadium.” 


There are eight towers, four on each side of the stadium. Six of these 
are 80 feet tall, with the remaining two—on top of the pressbox—each 60 
feet tall. Placed as they are, on top of the stadium, their crowns of lights 
cast their beams from a height 150 feet above the playing surface. 


Presence of the lights has brought on heavier advance: sale of tickets, 
because playing of night games will enable some fans to attend who 
could not see daytime games.

Baylor University was founded at Independence, Texas in 
Wasi.ington County under a charter granted in 1845 by the 
Congress of the Republic of Texas. Now Baylor has ten 
schools and colleges in Waco, Houston and Dallas. The 
College of Dentistry and the Graduate Research Institute 
are located in Dallas and the College of Medicine in Houston. 


On the main campus at Waco are the College of Arts and 
Sciences, the Schools of Business, Education, Law, Religion. 
Music, Nursing and the Graduate School. In all, 19 degrees 
are offered on baccalaureate, graduate and doctorate levels. 


Baylor’s 50 acre campus in Waco is located about a mile 
south of the city’s downtown business district. It centers 
around Pat Neff Hall, an administration and museum build- 
ing named after the former Texas Governor and late presi- 
dent of Baylor. Most popular building on the campus is the 
Union Building, located across Fifth Street from the Rena 
Marrs McLean Gymnasium, which houses the Athletic De- 
partment and Physical Education Department offices. The 
Union Building is complete with cafeteria, grill, banquet 
rooms, book store, barber and beauty shop, bowling lanes, 
library and many other attractions for student life. 


Baylor expects an enrollment of between 5,200 and 5,500 
for the 1955 fall semester. A record number of 5457 were 
enrolled at Baylor in the fall of 1954. 


Baylor currently is in the midst of a three million dollar 
building program, with a new $1,250,000 girls’ dormitory, a 
new $1,000,000 boys’ air-conditioned dormitory and the Tid- 
well Bible Building ($600,000) completed and in use and a 
new Law Building ($400,000) rapidly nearing completion. 


Last year there were 588 ministerial students and 350 
others in mission and religious education fields at Baylor. 
Baylor has placed a strong emphasis on its unit of the Air 
Force ROTC since 1950. The school now has men serving 
their country all over the world. 


Baylor has on its campus the world’s largest collection of 
first editions, manuscripts and personal material of the 
English poet Robert Browning; and the second largest col- 
lection of Texas historical items. 


Baylor’s beautiful football stadium, built in 1950 at a cost 
of $1,600,000 and with a seating capacity of 50,000, is located 
about one mile west of the campus on Dutton Street near 
Highway 6. Home varsity and freshman football games are 
played there. Home basketball games are played in Rena 
Marrs McLean Gymnasium, tennis matches on clay courts 
nearby, golf matches at Ridgewood Country Club, track and 
field meets are held at Municipal Stadium, a few blocks 
from the campus. 


BAYLOR CAPTAINS 


For the fifth straight season Baylor will be led by co-captains in 1955 
when End Henry Gremminger and Halfback Weldon Holley will be 
the team leaders. Gremminger, from Weatherford, is the third end to 
serve. Baylor in such capacity over the last five seasons. Holley, an 
Odessa boy, is the first back to serve as a Bear captain since Fullback 
Dick Parma was a co-captain in 1952. 
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Director of Athletics—Head Football Coach 


GEORGE H. SAUER begins the sixth 
season of a remarkable record for foot- 
ball offense at Baylor University this 
fall, a record that has seen his Bruins 
score in 51 consecutive games, fail to 
score in only the first game of his 
career as Baylor head man. 

Coming to Waco in 1950, Sauer took 
material that was doped to finish in 
the cellar, lost his first game, 0-7, at 
Wyoming. No Baylor team of his has 
failed to score since. His Bears of 
that first season surprised the league, 
finished second and scared champion 
‘Lexas before bowing, 27-20. 

In 49 regular season games and two 
bowl appearances since that frigid Wy- 
oming opener, the Bears of George 
Sauer have scored at a 21-points-per- 
game clip, have ranked second only to 
‘Yexas among Southwest Conference 
teams with a 33-14-3 record for regular 
season play. His teams are noted for 
their wide-open, spectacular style of offense. 

His Baylor teams have scored two or more touchdowns in 44 of 
those 51 games, defensively have held 19 foes to one touchdown or 
less, have blanked four opponents. Known best for offense, Baylor 
nevertheless led the Southwest Conference in defense as well as 
offense during the 1954 season. 

Sauer has brought Baylor its greatest gridiron recognition and the 
Southwest some of its most exciting football of recent seasons. Baylor’s 
close battles with Texas in 1952 and 1953, with Arkansas in 1954, and 
SMU in 1953 and 1954 and with Texas A&M in 1951, 1952 and 1953 
are ranked among the most exciting football games offered in the 
harum scarum Southwest Conference in the past half dozen seasons. 

The Baylor athletic director has worked hard to improve his team’s 
football schedules. The Bears meet Maryland, Villanova, Washington 
this fall, repeat with Maryland and add California, Nebraska and Texas 
pec in 1956, have future dates with Miami, Duke, Colorado, Houston 
on tap. 

Sauer coached at New Hampshire, Kansas and the Naval Academy 
before coming to Baylor. Born at Stratton, Nebraska, he was a four- 
sports star in high school at Lincoln, then All-America fullback for 
University of Nebraska in 1933, and All-Big Six Conference for three 
seasons. He scored two touchdowns to lead the West to a 12-0 victory 
over the East in the Jan. 1, 1934 Shrine game in San Francisco and 
co-captained the College All-Stars against the Chicago Bears at Chi- 
cago in 1934. He returned to the Shrine game as a member of the 
coa rnme staff in 1947 and to the Chicago all-star game as a coach 
in s 

Sauer served in the Navy during World War II, spending 18 months 
aboard the carrier ENTERPRISE. The Sauers have two children 
Dana 14, and George 12.

E. A. (Mr. Jim) CROW is starting his 
36th year as a member of the Baylor 
Athletic Department, one of the longest 
tenures enjoyed by one man in the ath- 
letic department of one school. 

Crow was an All-Southern tackle at 
Texas A&M College back before World 
War I. He grew up in Waco before 
going to A&M. He served in World 
War I, then joined the Baylor staff in 
1920 and has coached in almost every 
sport in which Baylor has fielded a 
team since that date. 

Mr. Jim helps greatly with the duties 
of the athletic director, particularly in 
directing the workings of Baylor’s big 
new 50,000 seat stadium. He is known 
as a second father to Baylor athletes, 
always ready to help them with their 
problems. He has worked out problems 
for Baylor athletes who now have grand- 
children. 

A warm friend, co-worker and coun- 
sellor to every other member of the staff, Mr. Jim is recognized over 
the Southwest as one of the sector’s ablest football scouts and analysts. 
He is a past president of the Southwest Conference Football Coaches 
Association. 


Line Coach 


JACK RUSSELL begins his third year 
as varsity line coach at Baylor with 
the advent of the 1955 season. 

Recognized as one of Baylor’s all- 
time performers and one of the finest 
ends produced in the Southwest, Rus- 
sell had his finest season for Baylor 
in 1940. 

He gained further playing fame 
during World War II as the star 
end on the great 1944 Randolph Field 
team, undefeated, untied national ser- 
vice champions, also played standout 
service ball with the Eastern Army 
All-Stars and an all-star team in 
Hawaii. 

Later he was an all-pro end with 
the New York Yankees, also starred 
in pro football in the Canadian League. 
He is _a native of Cleburne, ‘Texas. 

The Russells have a two-year-old son, 
James Monroe Russell, III. 


End Coach — Recruiting Head 


SAM BOYD was the receiver in one 
of the most famous forward passing 
combinations the pass-happy Southwest 
Conference ever has known, the Billy 
Patterson-to-Sam Boyd combination that 
clicked for 40 completed passes during 
the 1938 Baylor season. 

Boyd caught the Patterson shot that 
set up Baylor’s touchdown in a 6-0 
upset victory over Davey O’Brien and 
his TCU teammates in 1937. 

Sam was All-Southwest end in 1937 
and 1938, gained All-America honorable 
mention in 1938 and played for the 
West All-Stars in the 1939 Shrine game 
in San Francisco. He played professional 
ball with the Pittsburgh Steelers and 
his 42 months in the Navy included 
24 months of combat aboard the Carrier 
ROY. He is from Cleburne, Texas. 

This is Boyd’s second season as 
varsity end coach. He previously served 
for four seasons as freshman coach and 
talent hunter deluxe. The Boyds have four children, Darby Ann, 14, 
Sam Pat, 11, Scottie, 6, and Mary Jane, 18 months. 
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Backfield Coach — Freshman Baseball Coach 
Le : ee JAMES (Buddy) PARKER is begin- 
ning his first season as varsity back- 
field coach. One of the best “little 
men” ever to play for Baylor, Parker 
was a star halfback in football, a third 
baseman and outfielder in baseball from 
the fall of 1947 through the spring 
of 1951. 

Buddy signed a Chicago White Sox 
contract soon after graduation, played 
the 1951 season with Waterloo, Iowa 
of the Three-Eye League, returned to 
Baylor to tutor freshman backs in the 
fall of 1951, also coached 1952 freshman 
baseball. He was called into the Ma- 
rines in July, 1952, remained in ser- 
vice unti December, 1954, when he 
rejoined the Baylor staff in time for 
spring football and the 1955 freshman 
baseball season. 

During his Marine service, Parker 
played 1953 baseball and football with 
the Quantico, Va. Marines, then served

Assistant Coach—Defense Specialist 


STEVE OWEN joins the Baylor staff 
this fall on a seasonal basis, as a 
football assistant, with particular at- 
tention to defense. The defensive wizard, 
who had a long and successful career 
as coach of the professional New York 
Giants football team, will be with the 
Bears only during fall and spring football 
activities for the next two years. 

Baylor and the Southwest Confer- 
ence are no strangers to ‘‘Stout Steve,” 
ior he played in the conference as a star 
tackle and team captain for Phillips 
University of Enid, Okla., remembers 
winning one game from Baylor and 
losing another tilt to the Bears of the 
early 1920s. Those Phillips teams played 
against five present members of the 
conference, Baylor, Texas, TCU, Texas 
A&M and Arkansas. 

Steve also was here last spring to 
help with spring training and to help 
conduct Coach Sauer’s annual free j 
spring clinic for high school coaches, and demonstrated his famed 
“umbrella? defense at that time. 

Coach Owen played his first pro football with the Kansas City Cowboys 
of the National League, was purchased from them by the Giants in 
1925 and remained with the New York club as player and coach 
through the 1953 season. He was both player and coach from the 1931 
through the 1933 seasons. During his early player days he roomed 
with Cecil (Pappy) Grigg, now Rice Institute backfield coach. 

Steve, whose latest football stint before joining Baylor was to coach 
in the 1955 College All-Star game, says his greatest thrills from a 
long career included winning the 1934 pro league playoff from the 
Chicago Bears by wearing sneakers on a frozen field, and beating 
the Cleveland Browns twice in 1950, the year the perennial champions 
of the rival All-America Conference joined the National Pro League. 


Freshman Football Coach 


R. E. (Bob) BARFIELD is starting his 
second year as freshman football coach 
after an inaugural season that saw his 
frosh compile an excellent 3-1-1 record. 
His 1955 frosh track team finished 
a close second to Texas in the con- 
ference meet despite late injuries to 
key personnel, 

A three-sport man at Sam Houston 
State College, Bob lettered in football, 
track and tennis there, but gained 
principal fame as the quarterback of the 
team which upset Rice in 1939. 

He came to Baylor from Cedar 
Bayou High School, where in seven 
seasons his football teams won 59 
games, lost only 13, tied 8, reached the 
state semi-finals once and the state 
quarter-finals twice. His track teams 
there took five district championships 
and two regional titles. 

Barfield is a product of Trinity High 
School, coached at Corrigan and Robs- 
town before going to Cedar Bayou. The Barfields have two sons, 
Danny, 12, and Gary, 8 
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Freshman Line Coach 


CHARLEY DRIVER expects to have 
one of his top thrills from football 
this fall when he begins his second 
season as line coach of the Baylor 
freshman team. This year Charley, 
former Baylor guard, gets to coach 
his younger brother, John, who comes 
to Waco from Lufkin as a prize high 
school center. 

“He’s going to have to really bear 
down to get along with me,” says 
Charley. 

Coach Driver, a football, basketball 
and baseball letterman at Lufkin High 
School, guard and center on Lufkin 
teams that gained the state semi-finals 
in 1946 and quarter-finals in 1947, 
concentrated on football when he 
reached Baylor. He was a guard on the 
1949, 1950 and 1951 Bear teams. 

He was commissioned an Air Force 
lieutenant in August, 1952,— served a 
year in the Korean war, then was stationed at Walters AFB in Mineral 
Wells until his discharge just in time to join the Baylor staff last 
September. He entered Baylor law school last March. 

Coach Driver is married to the former Barbara Ann Byrom of Poteet, 
also a Baylor graduate. 


Basketball Coach — Football Scout 


R. E. (Bill) HENDERSON helps as 
a football scout until his varsity basket- 
ball team begins its workouts in No- 
vember. 

In years of service with the Baylor 
athletic department, Henderson is out- 
ranked only by F. A. (Mr. Jim) Crow, 
his particular crony of many seasons. 
‘Henderson came to Baylor in 1936 from 
Waco High School. He became varsity 
basketball coach in 1941, then entered 
the Air Force in 1942, : 

In his first season back from service, 
1946, Bill’s Baylor team won the South- 
west Conference title, the school’s first 
since 1932, He was named “Coach of 
the Year.” He followed that by winning 
the 1948 title, sharing the 1949 SWC 
crown with Arkansas and Rice and tieing 
Arkansas for the 1950 championship. 
Bills 1953 team deafeated champion 
TCU and his 1954 club was the only 
conference team to defeat both co-champ- 
ions, . Rice and ‘Texas. 3 

His 1948 SWC champions advanced further in NCAA play than any 
other team of conference history, going all the way to the finals 
before losing to Kentucky. Jackie Robinson of that team made the 
Olympic squad while Bill Johnson and Jamie Owens of the same quint 
were named alternates. 

The Hendersons have a son and daughter, both Baylor graduates. 
Bill, Jr. is in medical school while Anna is teaching in the Corpus 
Christi public schools. 


Varsity Baseball Coach — Business Manager of Athletics 


BOYD B. (Jelly) SoRELLE is an- 
other former Bear star on the Baylor 
athletic staff. “Jelly?” captained the 
Baylor baseball and basketball teams 
in his senior year, 1937. : 

Soon after graduation, he signed a 
Chicago White Sox contract and was 
assigned to the Dallas pitching staff 
in the Texas League. He pitched 13 
seasons of professional baseball, most 
of the time with Toledo of the Am- 
erican Association and the Dallas and 
San Antonio teams of the Texas League. 

SoRelle joined the Baylor staff in 
February, 1954, immediately took his 
Bear baseballers_ to a second place 
finish in the Southwest Conference 
race. His 1955 club finished in a 
tie for third. 

“Jelly? served four years in the 
Navy. In recent years just prior to 
returning to Baylor, he served as general 
manager of the Del Rio and Laredo 
professional baseball teams. ‘The SoRelles have one daughter, Bar- 
bara, 11.

Varsity Track Coach 


JACK (Pat) PATTERSON, one of 
the newcomers to the Baylor staff, is 
Baylor’s first full-time track coach. He 
comes to Baylor from University of 
Houston, where he has been that school’s 
only track coach. He has a particularly 
outstanding record as a developer of 
relay teams. 

Last spring his 440-yard relay team 

took five out of eight matches from 
the great University of Texas team 
which set a new world record of 40.2 
seconds at the Modesto, Calif. Relays. 
Patterson’s team ran a close second 
that night with a 40.4 time that also 
smashed the world mark, and his quartet 
beat the Texas flyers the night before 
in the Coliseum Relays, earlier beat 
Texas in record-tieing time. Patterson’s 
880-yard relay team last spring had 
a best time of 1:25.0, his mile relayers 
a best of 3:14.7. 
j ‘ Pat was twice National AAU 440- 
yard hurdle champion during undergraduate days at Rice Institute, 
where he was a member of Southwest Conference title teams in 1938 
and 1939. He was one of only three men ever to beat his teammate, 
fabled Fred Wolcott, in a hurdle race. Patterson captained the 1939 
champions, contributed points in that title meet in both hurdles, high 
jump, the 440 dash and mile relay. He once held the SWC 120-yard 
high hurdle record. 

Jack coached football, basketball and track at Merkel, Texas and at 
San Angelo, Texas high schools before going to Houston in 1946. The 
Pattersons have a son, Jack, Jr., 9, and a daughter, Pamela, 6. 


Trainer 


WEAVER JORDAN is the youngest 
member of Baylor’s athletic department 
staff at 24. He became the Baylor 
athletic trainer in the spring of 1954. 

Jordan was graduated from Baylor 
in December, 1954. He won two varsity 
letters and a freshman numeral in 
track. He ran the low hurdles, threw 
the javelin and ran on Baylor relay 
teams. During his junior and senior 
years at Baylor he gained training 
room experience by serving as an assist- 
ant. trainer. 

For the past year he has been 
serving as a director of the National 
Athletic Trainers Association. 

Jordan is from Vicksburg, Miss. in 
high school he played football, basket- 
ball and baseball and won state titles 
in the high and low hurdles. 

The Jordans have one son, James 
Randall, 17 months. 


Sports News Director 


GEORGE WRIGHT is the freshman 
member of the Baylor staff, starting 
his first year as a college sports pub- 
licity man after 18 years in the news- 
paper business. 

Wright comes to Baylor from the 
Houston Press where he was sports 
editor, served 10 years in that news- 
paper’s sports department. Prior to 
that he spent three years with the 
Harlingen Star and Edinburg Re- 
view sports departments, and then five 
years with the San Antonio Light.

THE FIVE-YEAR STORY 


During the last five seasons (1950 through 1954) Baylor University 
and ‘Texas have lost fewer football games than any other members of 
the Southwest Conference. The Bears and Longhorns have lost 14 
games each in regular season play during these years. Rice has lost 19, 
SMU 23, TCU 26, Texas A&M 27 and Arkansas 30. Baylor’s five 
year won-lost-tied record of 33-14-3 is second only to Texas’ record 
of 35-14-1 among SWC teams.

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BAYLOR’S 1955 OUTLOOK 


Baylor expects to field a football team this fall of No. 1 team strength 
comparable to that of the 1954 club which won seven games and lost 
three, posted non-conference victories over Houston, Vanderbilt and 
Washington, and tied for third in the Southwest Conference. 


Sectional and national writers in pre-season ratings have predicted 
finishes of anywhere from second to fourth for the 1955 Bears in the 
Southwest Conference race. One national football publication guessed an 
8-2 finish for Baylor. Rice and SMU are generally rated the SWC 
favorites, with Arkansas picked in some quarters to repeat as champions. 


„Coach George Sauer says depth again is the major problem for Baylor, 
with lack of experience among tackle and backfield reserves the key 


questions. The Bears expect their best depth to be at the guard and 
end positions. 


Baylor defense improved considerably last season over 1953, with the 
Bears ranked first in the Southwest Conference both in o‘fense and 
defense in 1954. Baylor was fifth in defense in 1953, first in offense. 


The Bruins expect to have team speed comparable to that of the 


1954 team, and good No. 1 team balance again between offense and 
defense. 


_ This Baylor squad will be a “junior” team, with only four seniors 
listed among the first 22 men at end of spring football drills. Seven 
juniors, one sophomore and only three seniors were listed as probable 


starters as fall drills began. The probable No. 2 team included six 
juniors, four sophomores. 


The Bears have capable, seasoned linemen returning in Ends Henry 
Gremminger (Co-Capt.) and Tony DeGrazier; Tackles Bill Parsley, 
Bill Glass and Bill Green; Guards Dan Miller, Dugan Pearce, Willie 
Froebel and Henry Rutherford; Center Jimmy Taylor. 


Returning experienced backs inctide Quarterback Bobby Jones, Half- 
backs Delbert Shofner, Co-Capt. Weldon Holley and Ronnie Guess and 
Fullbacks Reuben Saage and Dick Baker. A seasoned quarterback 
returns in Jimmy Davenport, 1952 letterman who has been in service 
the past two years. 


Doyle Traylor, the Texas schoolboy passing wizard at Temple in 
1951-1952, held out last season because of a shoulder injury that felled 
him shortly before the season opener, is expected to take over at 
quarterback this fall where Billy Hooper left off. Traylor, a dozen 
pounds heavier at 183 the past spring, looked sharp in the February drills. 


In addition to Hooper, All-Southwest Conference quarterback, Baylor 
graduation losses included James Ray Smith, 1953 All-America and 
1954 All-Southwest, at tackle; Joe Robinson at tackle; Dub Ritchie, a 
guard-tackle; veteran Charlie Smith at regular end; capable regular 
guards Clarence Dierking and Wayne Culvahouse; guard Russell Bar- 


nett; star halfbacks L. G. Dupre and Allen Jones; Quarterback Frank 
Peschel. 


Among the more promising sophomore prospects this fall in addition to 
Traylor are: Ends Bill Anderson, Earl Miller and Merton Fuquay ; 
Tackles Charles Bradshaw, Bobby Jack Oliver and Fred Britton; Guard 
Gilbert Pelton; Centers Larry Cowart and Lee Harrington; Quarterback 
ere Helms and Halfbacks Joey Allen, Paul Caver and Carroll

Baylor has scored in its last 51 games, averaging 21 points per 
game, and there is good reason to believe the 1955 Bears will pack the 
same scoring punch as the teams Baylor has fielded in recent seasons.
